18. UPDATE ON VOCA GRANT FUNDING BY VICTIM WITNESS COORDINATOR CHRIS BUCKLEY
Chris Buckley of the Utah County Attorney’s Office introduced Katie Fox, a part-time 20-hour/week employee. Ms.
Buckley is a full-time 40-hour/week employee; both her and Ms. Fox’s positions are funded by State of Utah Victims
of Crime Act (VOCA) grants. The grant committee has requested recipients update the administration on the progress
each year, the purpose of today’s presentation. The goal is to assess impact as well as educate the commissioners of their
duties. Commissioner Anderson mentioned his previous involvement in the criminal justice system as an attorney, and
Ms. Buckly noted they have come a long way in protecting the rights of victims.

The Victim Witness Coordinators offer emotional support to adults and children within the system, sometimes working
with the Utah County Children’s Justice Center. The majority of their time is spent with sexual abuse victims, as well
as those who have suffered through burglaries, kidnapping, attempted homicide, and other acts of lewdness. Chris
Buckley spoke of the difficulty in sending a 10- or 12-year-old to court to face their attacker, and the measures taken to
prepare the children for such an event.

Commissioner Anderson summarized there are one and a half employees to handle all cases in Utah County.
Commissioner Ellertson asked about city involvement, and Chris Buckley clarified how those entities send out first
responders to the initial crime scene; the cases are passed on to her and Katie Fox once filed. Commissioner Anderson
asked about their efficiency, and Ms. Buckley indicated they are likely between a 6 or 7 on a scale of 1 to 10. Utah
County Attorney Jeffrey R. Buhman commented on their responsibilities, and the commissioners discussed funding.
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Chris Buckley summarized goals and accomplishments for the year broken down by quarter; they have met and surpassed
each one (additional information can be found attached to these minutes). Commissioner Anderson asked about court
appearances and increased crime in Utah County; Jeffrey Buhman and Chris Buckley discussed the future of the VOCA
grant with the Board.

The commissioners applauded Chris Buckley’s work, expressing gratitude and admiration for the services provided to
victims. Commissioner Anderson commented stated they are marching on the front lines of the battlefield without being
very well-armed, and the Board thanked Ms. Buckley for her presentation.
